Oakland Raiders home games are played at the Oakland-Alameda 
County Coliseum. The Coliseum opened on September 18, 1966 
with the Raiders hosting the Kansas City Chiefs. The Coliseum was 
built by the City of Oakland and the County of Alameda. The all-time 
Coliseum record for football attendance is 54,843 fans on December 
11, 1972, when the Raiders defeated the New York Jets, 24-16. 

The Coliseum underwent major renovation that actually began 
during the Raiders 1995 season. Capacity at the newly-remodeled 
Coliseum is now 62,500 with added luxury suites, club levels, two 
new club lounges, new locker rooms, remodeled press box, new 
video scoreboards and additional amenities.

THE GREATNESS OF THE RAIDERS 


The Raiders, who began play in the American Football League in 
1960, enter their 37th year of professional football competition, in- 
Cluding the last 26 as a member of the National Football League. 

For a total span stretching over four decades—the 1960s, ‘70s, 
‘80s and now the ‘90s—the Raiders have been the most dominating 
team in major professional sports since Al Davis first pledged in 
1963 to build the finest organization in pro sports, 

The Green Bay Packers were the NFL team of the ‘60s, the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers the team of the ‘70s, the San Francisco 49ers the 
team of the ‘80s. But only one team was dominant throughout those 
three memorable decades and has continued its tradition of great- 
ness on into the ‘90s. 

The Raiders, winners of three World Championships of Profes- 
sional Football, are the only team to have been in Super Bowls in the 
‘60s, the ‘70s and the ‘80s. The Raiders are the only original Ameri- 
can Football League team to have won a Super Bowl since 1969 and 
have already done so three times. The Raiders are the only AFC team 
to have won a Super Bowl since 1980—and have done so twice. The 
Raiders are the only AFC team to have won Super Bowls under more 
than one head coach. 

Since 1963, when Al Davis first took over the failing Oakland fran- 
chise that had struggled to win only nine of 42 league games in the 
initial three seasons of the new American Football League, and 
pledged to build the finest organization in sports, the Raiders have to- 
tally dominated professional football in terms of consistent victory. 
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During that memorable 33-year span in Oakland and Los Angeles, 
the Raiders won 312 league games, tied 11 and lost only 167. The 
Raiders continue to stand alone atop the National Football League 
with their winning percentage of .651 

Commitment to Excellence has never been an idle phrase to those 
who have proudly represented the Raider organization during the 
‘60s, ‘70s, ‘80s and now the ‘90s, 

Equally impressive with their domination of pro football is the 
Raiders’ lang reign as the most successful organization in all of the 
major professional sports world for four decades:

The Raiders have continually detied the odds to maintain their un- 
paralleled level of excellence as professional sports’ winningest 
team, now for over 30 years, 

Since 1967, when the Raiders won the AFL Championship and 
Went to the Super Bowl in their very first season in the playoffs, the 
Silver and Black has fought its way into the playoffs 18 times, played 
in 12 Championship games, won or shared 14 Division Champi- 
onships and won the American Football League Championship, three 
American Football Conference Championships and three World 
Championships of Professional Football 

Seven of the great players who proudly wore Silver and Black, as 
well as owner-leader Al Davis, have already been enshrined in the 
Professional Football Hall of Fame. Five different Raider head coach- 
es have already been selected as Pro Football Coach-of-the-Year. 

In 1970, as the Raiders began their second decade of play, the 
merger between the AFL and NFL became a reality on the field. In the 
1970-1995 period of interconference play, the Raiders have com- 
piled a remarkable 63-31-1 record against present NFC rivals. 

Another innovation came to professional football in 1970—Mon- 
day Night Football. The Raiders’ total dornination of this prime-time 
ABC television series has seen the Silver and Black build an incredi- 
ble 31-13-1 record in Monday night play. In the 26 years of this se- 
ries, the Raiders have never lost a Monday Night Football game at 
home, earning.a 12-0-0 record over the three decades. 

For their four decades—the ‘60s, ‘70s, ‘80s and ‘90s— the 
Raiders have had the greatest players, the greatest coaches, the 
greatest plays and participated in the greatest games in the annals of 
professional sports. 

Challengers to Raider domination of professional football arise in 
the 1990s as they have in the ‘60s, the '70s and the ‘80s. The Raider 
organization will continue to meet these challenges. The past has 
been glorious, but THE GREATNESS OF THE RAIDERS IS 
IN ITS FUTURE. 


RAIDERS OWNERS 


AL DAVIS 


President of the General Partner 

A total commitment to excellence has marked the three-time World 
Champion Raiders monumental rise during the last 33 years to the very 
top of the professional sports world. During these decades of destiny the 
Raiders battled their way to the best record in major protessional sports. 

In these memorable 33 years the Raiders have had 26 winning sea- 
sons, including 16 in a row from 1965 through the 1980 World Champi- 
onship season. 

The astute, fearless leader who charted, then guided the progress of 
the Raider organization during these challenging years is Owner-Presi- 
dent of the General Partner Al Davis. 

Davis’ four-decade professional football story, from assistant coach 
of the Chargers, to head coach and general manager of the Raiders, to 
Commissioner of the American Football League and finally to principal 
awner and chief executive officer of pro sports’ winningest team—the 
Oakland Raiders—is a standard that no one in the history of professional 
sports can match for winning and excellence. 

A worthy addition to that list of accomplishments came in 1992 when 
Davis was enshrined in the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

In April, 1966, the then 36-year old Davis, head coach and general 
manager of the Raiders, became Commissioner of the American Football 
League. This was a post he accepted reluctantly, for first and foremost, 
Al Davis was a football coach, and knew that assuming the Commission- 
ership would in all probability mean an end to his coaching career. 

But AFL owners, needing drive and direction in their battle with the rival 
National Football League, prevailed on Davis to accept the position. He 
was described by AFL president Ralph Wilson as “a coaching genius and 
astute administrator.” AFL owners pointed to his brilliant coaching, re- 
cruiting and administrative record and the unique high esteem in which 
he was held by players, coaches and media throughout the country. 

Just eight weeks later, when pro football's two major leagues put an 
end to their six year war, Davis was acclaimed nationally as the driving 
force who brought the leagues to the conference table. When the historic 
merger was completed, Davis resigned his post as AFL Commissioner. 

In 1969, he was once again a prime force in the dramatic realignment 
of protessional football when two 13-team conferences—the AFC and 
NFC—were formed for 1970. He played a vital role in the development of 
the game as a key participant in the prestigious NFL Competition Comn- 
mittee and, as a member of the NFL Owners Executive Committee. con- 
tinues to be a major force in the growth and direction of all phases of pro- 
fessional football 

Most recently, as a member of the NFL Management Council's Execu- 
tive Committee, Davis was a major factor in achieving a collective bar- 
gaining agreement with the players. 

Al Davis first came to the Raiders in January, 1963, dedicated to res- 
cuing the faltering Oakland franchise and building the finest organization 
in professional sports. Just 33, Davis was the youngest man in pro foot- 
ball to hold the demanding dual positions of head coach and general 
manager. 

But Davis already possessed 14 years coaching experience. He had 
been tabbed a “young coaching genius” by Sports Illustrated and “the 
most inventive mind inthe country" by Scholastic Coach magazine. The 
Raiders, with only nine wins in their 42-game history, were failing badly 
on the field and survival of both the franchise and the young league were 
atstake. 

But 1963 saw the start of one of the great rehabilitation jobs in sports 
history. Introducing a meticulously designed, explosive offense and en- 
tirely new concepts in team defense, the Raiders—"picked to finish dead 
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last’—thundered to a 10-4 record and just missed the Division Champi- 
onship. This nine-win improvement in just a single season remains the 
greatest such accomplishment in the records of professional football. 

Davis was named Coach of the Year by Associated Press, United 
Press International, Sports Illustrated, Sporting News and his fellow 
coaches. He became the first sports figure ever honored by the Chamber 
of Commerce as Oakland’s Young Man of the Year. 

Perhaps his most singular honor is having made a record eight pre- 
sentations of inductees to the Pro Football Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio. 
The eight great players to have selected Al Davis to make the presentation 
speeches on their behalf are Lance Alworth, Jim Otto, George Blanda, 
Willie Brown, Gene Upshaw, Fred Biletnikoff, Art Shell and Ted Hen- 
dricks. Davis joined those men on August 1, 1992 when he was present 
ed for induction into the Hall of Fame by former Raider head coach, and 
now leading television football analyst, John Madden. 

In May of 1991, Al Davis became the very first recipient of the NFL 
Players Association's Retired Players Award of Excellence “for his con- 
tributions to the men who played the game.” 

Born July 4, 1929, Al Davis was raised in Brockton, Massachusetts, 
and later in Brooklyn, New York. He attended Wittenberg College and 
‘Syracuse University, earning a degree in English while playing football, 
basketball and baseball 

In 1950, Davis was named line coach at Adelphi College in New York. 
His innovative technical football articles published in the leading coach- 
ing magazines gained him wide attention and acclaim. He then went into 
the Army, being assigned as head football coach at Ft. Belvoir, Virginia. 
‘There he molded a national power service team and capped one season 
by defeating the University of Maryland, National Collegiate Champions, 
in asquad game. 

Davis next served on the staff of the NFL's Baltimore Colts in 1954, at 
age 24, concentrating on player personnel work. During 1955-56, he 
was line coach and chief recruiter at The Citadel. He then spent three 
years at the University of Southern California as line coach. In 1959, 
Davis was also defensive coordinator at USC. 

In 1960, head coach Sid Gillman hired Davis as offensive end coach of 
the newly formed Los Angeles Chargers. There, Davis developed the 
most feared and imitated passing attack in football and kept the Chargers 
in the very forefront in the fight for college talent. From the Chargers in 
Los Angeles, and then in San Diego, it was on to successfully meet the 
challenges with the Raiders in Oakland in 1963 and then in Los Angeles 
in 1982. He returned the Silver and Black to the East Bay in 1995. 

Aside from his deep love of the Raiders, Al Davis remains vitally inter- 
ested in all phases of sports, both college and professional, as well as !o- 
cal, national and international events.

The Raiders World Championship rings—awarded to players, 
coaches, staff and owners after the dominating victories in Super 
Bowl XI, Super Bowl XV and Super Bow! XVIII—are renowned as the 
most memorable pieces of championship team jewelry ever pro- 
duced. 

The rings were produced by Lenox Awards of St. Charles, Illinois, 
whose staff developed creative concepts Incorporating the explicit 
guidelines established by the Raiders—white gold, a raised football- 
shaped crest of diamonds on a black surface and a design based on 
“massive excellence” that would recognize these crowning achieve- 
ments by the Raider organization. 

The Super Bow! XVIII ring design features three large diamonds to 
represent the three World Championships won within eight years, 
each centered in a football-shaped crest plus an additional 20 five- 
point diamonds. 

The ring was developed by Raider Managing General Partner Al 
Davis, Head Coach Tom Flores, Executive Assistant Al LoCasale and 
Lenox Awards President Tom Marzullo.

MIKE WHITE 
Head Coach 


Mike White—a veteran of 39 years of college 
and professional coaching—is in his second year 
as head coach of the Oakland Raiders. White, 60, 
spent five seasons as a Raider assistant before be- 
coming the 10th head coach in the 36-year history 
of the Silver and Black. 

“I've known about Mike White for 40 years,” said 
Raiders President of the General Partner Al Davis 
on February 2, 1995, the day White was elevated to 
head coach. 

“|watched him grow. He comes extremely quall- 
fied. He's gota vibrant personality and | think he'll do an excellent jab.” 

White Was quarterbacks coach for the Silver and Black from 1990-92, 
when the Raiders won the AFC Western Division title in ‘90 and qualified for 
postseason play with a Wild Card berth in 1991. He then handled the Raider 
offensive line in 1993 when the Silver and Black once again advanced to the 
playoffs as a Wild Card, and in 1994, 

“It's a dream to have the opportunity to take over a program with the history 
of success and tradition of the Raiders,” said White. “I'm very appreciative for 
Alhaving faith in me and to give me this opportunity,” 

White, a native of Northern California, has 14 years of head coaching expe- 
rience at the college level and his elevation to field general of the Silver and 
Black was his tirst opportunity to be ahead coach in the National Football 
League, 

"Becoming a head coach at the professional level was the one goal | want- 
ed to achieve for my career to be complete,” said White. “But | knew that | had 
to pay my dues, and I've always felt that to be a head coach in the NFL, the 
best way is ta learn all aspects of coaching in the National Football League.” 

The Raiders went 8-8 under White in 1995, beginning the campaign with 
an 8-2 record before incurring injuries at key positions, 

Before joining the Raiders, he served as a consultant to the World League 
of American Football for two years, helping to launch the fledgling internation- 
al league and worked in player personnel with a scouting service operated by 
Mike Giddings. 

White turned around the football programs at both the University of Califor- 
nia, his alma mater, and Illinois, He took aver a losing Cal program in 1972 
and steadily improved the football team during his six seasons in Berkeley, 
‘compiling a 35-30-1 record, 

His 1975 Golden Bears went 8-3 and shared the PAC-8 championship, the 
first and only time that Cal has finished first in that conference. 

The ‘75 Cal squad led the nation in total offense, the first school from that 
conference to do so, averaging 458.6 yards per game to set a school record 
that still stands, White's balanced attack rolled up the exact same amount 
rushing and passing—2,552 yards—to total an NCAA-high 5,044 yards in 
‘75. 

For his efforts that year, White received numerous honors including being 
named National Coach of the Year by Scholastic Coach and The Sporting 
News. 
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\n 1978, White became offensive line coach for the San Francisco 49ers 
and the following year was named administrative assistant to head coach Bill 
‘Walsh while also handing offensive line coaching duties, 

He returned to college coaching in 1980, taking over a failing Illinois pro- 
‘gram and quickly returning the Fighting ll to national prominence. 

His 1981 squad finished 7-4, the school's first winning season since 1974. 
The following year, White led Illinois to the school's first bow! appearance in 
18 years with a berth in the Liberty Bowl. 

White's 1983 Illini squad was among the best in college football, going 10- 
1.and earning a trip to the Rose Bowl. His efforts in 1983, again earned White 
National Coach-of-the-Year honors from a number of organizations including 
United Press Intemational, the Walter Camp Foundation and the Washington 
Pigskin Club. 

White's potent offense averaged 33:7 points per game in winning a record 
nine straight games in the highly competitive Big-Ten, 2 feat never duplicated . 
His eight-year stint at Illinois during which his teams went 47-38-3 aiso in- 
cluded a trip to the Peach Bow! in 1985. 

The highly successful coach has also directed winning teams in the 1975 
East-West Shrine game, 1976 Hula Bowl, 1975 and 1986 Japan Bowls and 
the 1981 Blue-Grey Game. He was instrumental in the founding of the Japan 
Bowl. 

White began his coaching career as a graduate assistant under Pete Elliott 
(presenily director of the Pro Football Hall of Fame) at Cal in 1958, when 
‘White made his first of four Rose Bow! appearances as the Golden Bears won 
the Pacific Coast Conference title to earn a trip to Pasadena. 

The following season he became a full-time assistant coaching the fresh- 
man team under Marv Levy, who's now the head coach of the Buffalo Bills. 
From 1960-63, he coached Cal's receivers in addition to coordinating football 
recruiting. White moved to Stanford in 1964, serving as offensive coordinator 
‘under John Ralston for eight years. 

With White directing the Stanford offense and with former Raider star Jim 
Plunkett at quarterback, the school won consecutive Pac-8 titles and posted 
Rose Bow! victories in 1970 and 1971, with Plunkett winning the Heisman 
Trophy. 

White helped develop such productive college quarterbacks as Plunkett, 
Don Bunce and Bob Moore at Stanford, Steve Bartkowski, Vince Ferragamo, 
Joe Roth and Rich Campbell at Cal and Dave Wilson, Tony Eason, Jack 
Trudeau and Jeff George at Illinois. White also coached current Raider assis- 
tant Bill Meyers and former Raider George Buehler at Stanford. 

White was born in Berkeley, California on January 4, 1936. He was a five- 
‘sport star at Acalanes High School in Lafayette, California, lettering in football , 
basketball, track and field, baseball and swimming. 

White went on to participate in four sports at Cal while earning a degree in 
Business. He played offensive end on the football team from 1955-57 under 
Elliott and was team captain as a senior. White also captained the rugby team 
while earning three letters in that sport and competed in the decathlon, hurdles 
and long jump for the Cal track team. 

In addition, White played quard on the Golden Bears basketball team under 
legendary coach Pete Newell. 

The White family includes wite, Marilyn, and three children—daughter, 
Carrie, who lives in San Mateo with husband, Scott and sons Chris who also 
lives in Northem California and isin the real estate business, and Matt, who re- 
cently graduated from the University of Souther California.

He coached for two USFL 
teams— Arizona in 1986 and Oakland in 1985, 
Biletnikoff also coached at Diabla Valley Junior 
College in 1984, Palomar Junior Collage in 1983, 
Orange Glen High in 1982, and with Montreal of 
the CFL in 1980. He played in 190 games with the 
Raiders and was MVP in Super Bow! XI. The Erie, | 
Pennsylvania native is the Raiders all-time leading receiver with 589 catches 
and holds Raider records in receiving yards and receiving TDs. He played in 
three AFL title games, five AFC championships and in Super Bowls Il and XI, 
He played in two AFL All-Star games and four Pro Bowls after joining the 
Raiders as a second round draft choice in 1965 from Florida State. The Bilet-

Assistant Head Coach/Offense 
Joe Bugel, a veteran of over 30 years of coach 
ing, including 20 in the NFL, joined the Raiders in 
January, 1995. The 56-year old Pittsburgh native 
was head coach for the Phoenix Cardinals from 
1990-93, From 1981-89, he was assistant head 
coach for the Washington Redskins, which ap- 
peared in three Super Bowls and captured two 
World Championships of Professional Football 
during his tenure there. From 1977-80, Bugel was 
offensive line coach for the Houston Oilers and 
held a similar position with the Detroit Lions from 
1975-76. He held college assistant positions at —— 
Ohio State in 1974 under Woody Hayes, at lowa State in 1973, Navy from
